Detective Horn, Who Was De- 


tailed, Gives His Testimony. 


No Arms Were With the Army, and 


No Inflammatory Speeches.

tion on the ground that the law under 
which -they were charg-ed was void, in 
that it prohibited the constitutional 
right of petition for a redress of griev- 
ances, and conferred on the speaker ot 
the house and the president of the,sen- 
ate certain prerogatives contrary to the 
constitution. -

lowed Mr. Lipseomb with an amended 
Information, which charg-ed 
Coxey, 


Browne and Jones with simply "step- 
ping upon the. turf 
in the capitql 


grounds," instead of injuring- shrubs 
and plants, in addition to the main 
charge of carrying- a banner or device 
into the capitol reservation. 


Senator Allen then arose and .said 


that he did not appear as an attorney, 
but merely for the purpose of seeing- 
the men on trial have a fair and impar- 
iial Lear-lug, which he was sure would 
be accorded them. 


He held that the law under which 


the information was charged was un- 
constitutional. The power to assemble 
and petition congress for a redress of 
grievances carries with it the irresisti- 
ble implication that the right to assem- 
ble is at the seat of government "Could 
they assemble and present a petition to 
congress by staying in Pennsylvania or 
anywhere else?" 


"Now, I want to know," Mr. Allen 


said, "where the line of demarcation 
is?" 


Judge Miller . interrupted 
Senator 


Allen to say that no man who was a 
citizen bf the United States failed to 
recognize that he had the right to peti- 
tion congress for whatever grievances 
he might have, but it depended upon 
what manner the petition was present- 
ed, and the laws were clearly against 
such an assemblage in the capitol 
grounds. 


ijenator Allen continued by contend- 


ing that so long- as people who had as- 
sembled did riot obstruct the highways, 
so long as they did not undertake to 
enter the halls of . congress, the courts 
were powerless to interfere. Congress, 
he asserted, had the power to legislate, 
but not the power to legislate to pre- 
vent a peaceable assembly. 


After Mr. Lipseomb had been heard, 


also for the defense, Judge Miller said 
that if congress had the right to pre- 
vent a body of men. from entering- the 
senate chamber to present their griev- 
ances, they also had the right to say 
whether the s^me body should enter 
the capitol grounds. 


The motion to overrule was denied, 


and then 
Representative Pence, of 


Colorado, notified the court that he 
would Hefend Gen. Coxey, and the trial 
began./ 


The first witness called was Detective 


Horn, of Washington, who was detailed 
to watch Coxey's army. He testified that 
he had joined the army at Hancock, 
Md., 
under the assumed name of Ed- 


ward Home. He made investigation as 
to what arms were carried by the men, 
but had not ascertained if Gen. Coxey 
had a weapon. In response to Mr. 
Lipscomb, witness said that in Coxey's 
speeches along the route he never 
heard any expressions of violence or 
threats tending to incite the people. 
On the contrary, it was generally un- 
derstood that Coxey's intention was to 
aid the unemployed. Coxey told him 
he .was going to make a speech on the 
capitol steps. 


sergt Slattery, of the Metropolitan 


Police force, said that as far as he 
knew all the damage to the shrubbery 
in the capitol grounds \yas done by 
citizens, who rushed across the lawn 
toward the capitol 
building when 


Coxey was escorted from the steps. 
Coxey's men outside the grounds did 
not break ranks. 


Maj. Moore, chief of police, then took 


the stand. He stated that he gave 
Coxey a permit to parade, but the per- 
mit denied Coxey the permission to 
march through public reservations. He 
told Coxey that he could not speak on 
the capitol grounds, but Coxey replied 
that "as the schedule had been carried 
out so far, he intended to complete it." 


The court adjourned till. Saturday, a 


statement being made that the prosecu- 
tion would have six witnesses and the 
defense twelve. In reply to a question, 
from the court, council on both sides 
said the 'case would probably be con- 
cluded Saturday-

IN CHINESE. 


Flnt Official Document Issued by a United 


States Officer In That Language. 


CHICAGO, May 5.—The first official 


document ever issued by an officer of 
the United States in the Chinese lan- 
guage was the notice sent by Collector 
Mize, of this district to the- Chinese 
residents of Chicago requesting them 
to appear before him not later than 
Friday and apply for a certificate of 
residence as required by the amended 
Geary law. In response to these notices 
several hundred Celestials appeared at 
the collectors office Friday morning. 
By the terms of the act all Chinese 
residents failing to secure certificates 
Friday shall, upon conviction, be im- 
prisoned for a period not exceeding one 
year and thereafter removed from the 
United States. 
These notices were 


issued several weeks ago, but until a 
few days ago, the registration had been 
very light.

MOB OF WOMEN 


Start a Riot in the Pennsyl- 


vania Coke Regions. 


Three of the Riot Leaders Shot Down 


During the Melee. 


Two of the Deputies loudly Henten, One of 


Whom Win Probably Die—A FreBh Out- 


break AmoiiEthe Cohere, Which In- 


dicate* Another Bloody Time. 


SCOTTD.VLE, Pa., May 5.—A riot oc- 


curred at the Painter works of thfe Mc- 
Clure Coke Co., two miles from this 
place, at 5 o'clock Friday morning, in 
which one striker was fatally and two 
others seriously wounded. 
Sanford 


White, assistant superintendent, and 
Swing Roddy, book-keeper, were bru- 
tally beaten, and Roddy's injuries may 
prove fatal. 


On Tuesday a start was mado at this 


plant, and they have teen doing a little 
work since that time. The superintend- 
ent, boss and store clerks have been 
acting as deputies, and were all armed 
with Winchester rifles. 
The men have 


not been interfering with those at 
work, but the women were determined 
to drive the workers out 


Friday morning they marched to the 


ovens for the purpose of making the 
drawers leave. As they approached, it 
is said Sanford White fired a shot at 
them, and as soon as the men heard 
the report they swooped down upon 
the works like madmen. White opened 
fire on them with his Winchester, und 
before they reached him three had 
fallen in their tracks. They were 
picked A-p by some of their com- 
panions and carried 
back to the 


house a short 
distance from 
the 


works. The angered strikers did not 
stop. They faced the fire ami the Win- 
chester hnd no terror for them. They 
reached White and'Ewing Roddy, and 
before assistance arrived both were 
horribly beaten and left by tho Huns 
for dead. It is said that Roddy can 
not possibly recover, und White's in- 
juries may cause his death also. 


There were no outside strikers about 


the works when the riot occurred, and 
.no one was engaged in it except the 
Painter and Diamond men and wom- 
en. Three doctors were sent to the 
works to care for tho wounded. 


Two of the Hungarians shot in the 


riot Friday morning will hardly recov- 
er. Ewing Roddy, the book-keeper, is 
not so badly injured as at first report- 
ed. He was taken to the store after the 
fight, where his wounds were dressed 
and found to be not of a serious na- 
ture.

Doctors Give Chloroform a Trial 


as an Anaesthetic.

While the discovery of anaesthetics In 


surgery was made by an American—it 
is claimed for three different men—yet" 
the first use of chloroform for the pur- 
pose was made by Dr., afterward Sir,, 
James 'Simpson. 
Chloroform is still 


generally used by English Burgeons, - 
while lit this country most surgeons 
prefer ether. A recent article in the 
Century by Miss Eve Simpson, his 
daughter, gives an Interesting account 
of her father's experiments. In his 
resolution to discover some new and 
unobjectionable agent to produce in- 
sensibility under the surgeon's knife 
he was bold almost to rashness. He 
tried-every new compound first upon 
himself, and then, with a few devoted 
medical friends, made further tests oi 
all such as seemed to promise success. 


In the-'year 1847, especially, he had 


been working hard, holding-, with Plot 
Miller, Dr. Duncan and Dr. Keith, a 
sort of anesthetic seance every night 
alter supper. 
So many strange, un- 


. pleasant and more or less dangerous 
mixtures were tried by these gentle- 
men that one of them, Prot Miller, 
made it his custom to make a brief 
call at breakfast time every morning 
in order, as be would say, cheerfully, 
to hear if any of the experimenters of 
the evening beloro were dead yet 


It was one evening !u November, 


after having tried several other sub- 
. stances with little effect, that Dr. 
Simpson bethought himself of a small 
bottle of chloroform which he-had' 
meant to try and which must be some- 
where about the place. A search was 
Instituted, and it was found under a 
heap of waste paper. 


It was tried at once. Immediately a 


delightful excitement seized upon the 
doctors; their talk became brilliant, 
mirthful and then positively hilarious. 
Prof. Miller, Mrs. Simpson, and one or J 
two members of tho family who were 
present, became much interested in 
listening to tho doctors as they expa- 
tiated upon the charms, qualities and 
agreeable effects of the new fluid.". 
Prof. Miller relates what ensued: 


"Suddenly there was a talk of 


Bounds being heard like those of a cot- 
ton mill, louder and louder—a moment 
more, then all was quiet, and then a 
crash! 
..."On awaking, Dr. Simpson's', first 
perception was mental. 'This is far 
stronger and better than ether,' said 
he to himself. His second was to note 
that he was prostrate on tho floor, and 
that among the friends, about him, 
there was both confusion and alarm. 


"Hearing a noise, ho turned about 


and saw Dr. Duncan beneath a chair; 
his jaw had dropped, his eyes were 
staring, his head was bent half under 
him. He was quite unconscious, and 
was snoring in a most determined and 
alarming 'manner.

"Then his eyes overtook Dr. /Keith'* 


feet and legs making valorous efforts 
to overturn ,the supper table, or mora 
probably to annihilate everything that' 
was on it. I say 'more probably,*:ft>r.: 
frequent repetitions of inhalation have 
confirmed, In the case of my esteemed 
friend, a character for maniacal and 
unrestrained destroctiveness, under, 
chloroform in the transition stage." <- 


It is little wonder that Mrs. Simpson 


was alarmed., But the daring doctors' • 
were extricated from among the legs 
of chairs and tables,, and soon recov- 
ered themselves and were filled with. 
triumph at the success o/ tljtsir - new 
anaesthetic. When Dr. Simpson be- 
came Sir James Simpson, he took for 
his motto Victo Dolore (pain con- 
quered}, which certainly meant mora 
and was more honorably earned than 
the mottoes of most noblemen and no- 
ble houses.

The Experience or Initlnct That Guides 


Member* of the .Brute Ureatlon. 


'It is more frequently a-questlon in 


the case of birds than in that of ani- 
mals, says Pearson's Weekly, whether 
they depend upon the sense of sight in 
finding their way in flight, or follow 
some "sixth tense" unknown to us. 
An observation recently reported from 
the west of Scotland has direct bear- 
ing on this point. One day there was 
a dense fog covering the water and 
concealing all the shore. A naturalist 
was out in a boat, and twice he rowed 
to the shore directly opposite the point 
where he wished to land, tie was en- 
tirely at a loss as to the points of ,the 
compass. In this predicament he no- 
ticed that several rooks belonging to 
rookeries near were compelled to wait 
on the shore with him until the fog 
lifted and they were ablo to get their 
bearing by sight. It will be answered 
by a certain class of naturalists that 
the rook is so far domesticated as to 
have lost the instinctive faculty. Is it 
not enough' to admit that it has ac- 
quired experience, and, relying more 
upon this and less upon the strength 
of vision, the bird has lost somewhat 
of its perceptive power? 


Along with this observation of the 


rooks comes another equally interest- 
ing from the same source. A party of 
sportsmen were rowing in the middle 
of a Scotch loch. Near them was made 
a truck in the water, which was sus- 
pected to be that of a salmon swim- 
ming with his back fin above the sur- 
face. 
The creature was intercepted, 


and found to be a mole making a 
straight line across the water. To see 
if its straight course were accidental, 
the mole w&s lifted from the water in 
a scoop and tossed in the air. When it 
fell in the water again it was heading 
in a different direction. The first thing 
the animal did was to change its course

Jacob Receiving the News About Jo- 


seph: — At Hebron. 
Having made him- 


self known to his brothers, Joseph 
told them to hasten back home and 
tell his father of all his glory, and 
bring him down without delay to see 
it. This glory would comfort the fa- 
ther, and assnre him of the safety of 
going into this foreign country. Pha- 
raoh joins in the invitation, and sends 
abundant means for their transporta- 
tion. When they reached home the 
news was too good for Jacob, to be- 
lieve, and "his heart fainted;" but 
when he saw the Egyptian wagons, 
then he was convinced, and his spirits 
revived. 
' 


The Journey into Egypt. — Immedi- 


ately the whole family, prepare to 
move to Egypt with their flocks and 
movable property. The journey waa 
about 250 miles along the usual cara- 
van routej but it was a long, hard 
journey for an old man, with women 
and children and flocks and herds, 
When they reached Beersheba, some 
twenty-five miles from the Hebron, 
whence they started, they encamped 
at this old home of Isaac and Abra- 
ham. Here God sent Jacob a vision 
for his encouragement, confirming the 
ancient promises, and bidding him go 
on to Egypt. Little could Jacob see 
the real importance of this journey, 
but it was one of the links in the chain 
of Divine Providence, through which 
the promises were to be fulfilled. 


Their Numbers. — Jacob and his de- 


scendants, who are named in chapter 46, 
numbered seventy, excluding his sons' 
wives. Sixty-six are first named; then 
four more, Jacob and Joseph and hia 
two sons, are added. Doubtless many 
servants and dependents came with 
them, making quite a caravan. 
In 


Acts 7:14 the number is given by St. 
Stephen ae seventy-five. The differ- 
ence is simply that he quotes from the 
Greek version, which includes in the 
number five descendants of Joseph not 
mentioned in the Hebrew text. 
,' 


The Meeting of the Father and the 


Long-lost Son.— 40:28-84. When Jacob 
drew near to Egypt, and had reached 
the land of Goshen, Joseph went forth 
in his reg-al chariot and met his father, 
and there was a true oriental meeting 
of the two who had not seen one an- 
other for almost twenty-three years. 


Dreams Fulfilled. — Many years be- 


fore, when but a boy, Joseph had 
dreamed that thc.sun and moon and 
eleven stars did obeisance to him (37: 
9-11). And not only were his brothers 
indignant, but his father also, who re- 
buked him, saying: ."Shall I and thy 
mother and thy brethren indeed come 
to bow down ourselves to thee to the 
earth?" Still his father "kept the say- 
ing in mind,-" and now he remembered 
it when it had come to pass. Many a 
dream of youth comes to pass; many 
things, stranger than dreams, are re- 
alized; manjr a hope and desire of re- 
form becomes a reality. Blessed are 
the seers, those who have noble ideals, 
who are seeking to realize the visions 
of blessedness and glory for tlie world. 


The Meeting of the Patriarch and 


the Pharaoh.— First Joseph selected 
five of his brathers and introduced 
them to Pharaet, who welcomed them, 
and bade Joseph give official positions 
to any who proved n themselves men of 
activity, energy and ability. 


Then Joseph introduced his father 


to King Pharaoh. Here Joseph shows 
his nobleness of character in not being 
ashamed of his. father but rather 
taking an honorable pride in him, 
for his father, be it remembered, 
was wholly unused to the ways of the 
courts.

GREAT MOSQUE OF DAMASCUS. 


of tk« Vfcmou Pu« Now In 


A correspondent of 
the 
London 


Times gives some interesting- facts 5n 
relation to the recent burning' of th«i 
great mosque of Damascus, once the 
ancient cathedral of St. John the Bap- 
tist The Turkish government has ex- 
erted every effort since tho calamity 
to prevent any report of it from being 
published. He says: "The Christians 
were accused by some at the time of 
Betting the building- on flre; but, as 
the fire broke out in the high roof of 
the building a little before noon, the 
accusation was so manifestly absurd 
that it had little influence on the Mos- 
lem mind. Had it occurred at night, 
when the facts might not have been so 
manifest, the report -would have met 
with readier acceptance, and it is im- 
possible to say what, in that case 
might have been the consequences, 
to the Christians. Moreover, as there 
was a high wind blowing toward the 
Christian quarter, if 
it had been 


at night when people were asleep, 
the 
destruction 
must have 
been 


much 
more extensive. 
The work 


of 
rebuilding 
seems 
to 
have 


been 
taken 
in hand with vigor. 


A gentleman in the city recently tak- 
ing a ride with his wifo and son out- 
side the gates, met hundreds of men 
bringing in the large poplar beams 
for the work, which they were' draw- 
ing in carts by ropes, with loud sing- 
ing and clapping of hands. The riders 
at once turned away by another road, 
giving them as wide a berth as possi- 
ble, for it is hardly safe for a Chris- 
tian to get among them in their pres- 
ent mood. 
The library, containing 


books and manuscripts of priceless 
value, was saved from the flames; and 
nothing of value was lost, excepting 
the most precious gem of all— namely: 
'Othmau's Koran,' which was deposited 
in a placo apart, and was not thought 
of until too late. This is said to have 
been (and probably really was) one of 
the very four exemplars deposited by 
the Caliph Othman, A. H. 80, in the 
four great mosques of Mecca, Medina, 
Kufa and Damascus — the only surviv- 
ing copy. These were to be kept 
there as the sole authoritative copies- 
after all others had been called in 
from every quarter of the Moslem em- 
pire and committed to the flames. It 
is a matter of congratulation that the 
ancient inscription In Greek on the 
cathedral wall— over the silversmiths' 
and sandal-makers' bazar — has 
not 


been injured. 
It is the thirteenth 


verse of Pcalm cxlv., the name of 
Christ being added thus: "Thy king- 
dom, 
0 Christ, is an everlasting king- 


dom, and thy dominion is from gener- 
ation to generation.'" 


THE WILDERNESS OF CEYLON. 


A Deaf Elriphant Supposed to B» RMtwd 


Co Buddha. 


We were in the absolute wilderness 


of upland Ceylon, where the virgin 
beauty and freshness of nature un- 
spoiled by man instills a new sensation 
into every soul which vibrates ' to 
her mysterious voice, says Cornhill 
Magazine. The rolling green patenas 
are cut off sheer and straight from the 
encircling belts of jungle as though 
measured off by hnman hands,' a strik- 
ing feature of these elevated regions 
.which has never been satisfactorily 
explained. The mountain ranges which 
inclose the "grassy plain's are clothed 
from bese to summit with primeval for- 
est, heavily draped with moss which 
forms a green fringe, hanging from 
every bough. 


An appalling loneliness broods over 


the scene, no song of bird stirs the 
silence, and the deathlike hush which 
reigns over the gloomy forest is un- 
broken even by the rnstle of a leaf, for 
noon is the midnight of the tropics and 
the black depths of the haunted Jun- 
gle are wrapped in spellbound sleep. At 
nightfall the .lithe cheetah glides 
stealthily through the shadows and 
crouches for his prey among the crowd- 
ing trees. The branching antlers of 
the elk rise abo ve the tangled under- 
growth and the moose deer browses in 
the shade of the mossy boughs along 
which the wildcat creeps, while the 
savage boar roots among the fallen 
leaves. 


When the rising moon illuminates 


the lonely landscape, herds of wild 
elephants emerge from the dark jungle 
and roam over the vast expanse of 
desolate country which still renders 
the interior of Ceylon almost an un- 
known land. The elephant 
grass, 


which breaks the uniformity of the un- 
dulating plain with rustling sheaves 
of long greet spears, is the forage for 
which the stragglers of the herd scour 
the patenas, and many Cingalese su- 
perstitions linger round this elevated 
tableland. 


The recent spoor of an elephant 


marks our track and ceases at a deep 
pool known to be a favorite drinking 
place of the wild animals which haunt 
the junprle. A deaf elephant frequent- 
ly perambulates the Elk plains. He is 
supposed to be sacred to Buddha, and, 
therefore, invulnerable, no sportsman 
having hitherto succeeded in piercing 
his hide — a. fact probably due to the 
great age of the animal. 


Belgian .1Iarria~e Licenses. 


A recent enactment in Belgium has 


made it obligatory for brides to have 
their marriage licenses or "marriage 
lines," as they call them in that land 
of feus and dikes, gorgeously bound in 
gilt-edge morocco. 
This is consider- 


ately done — or, in other words, done 
for a consideration — by the municipali- 
ties, who have now taken to binding 
up a. quantity of more or less useful 
information 
with 
the 
documents. 


There is a summary of the Belgain 
marriage laws, a. rough and ready les- 
son on the treatment of children, and 
a table with spaces for a catalogue of 
the issue of the marriage. The table 
contains room for twelve children to 
be entered, so this may be taken as z. 
gentle hint that that number is the 
extreme limit tolerated by Belgian 
burghers in a well-conducted family. 
The manual seems only to need the ad- 
dition of a few choice receipts and a 
hint or two on the best means of ob- 
taining divorces in order to defy criti- 
cism.

parties are not at all likely to follow. 
No better illustration of this could be 
found than the 
comparatively 
re- 


cent experience 
of the republican 


party. In 1888 a republican victory 
was 
won upon a large scale by 


•pledges given in the west that an hon- 
eat revision- of the tariff, would be 
made by the republicans if they were 
given the power to act 
It-was reoog- 


nized by the republicans" in all of the 
states of ' the Mississippi valley that 
there was a growing demand for a 
change from the old high tax principles 
of the war, tariff—that 
the people 


wanted tarifi reform. But it was said 
—and this was said pn the stump in 
1888 in scores .of western congressional 
districts—that tariff revision should be 
made, not by the enemies, but by the 
friends, of protection. Duties are un- 
doubtedly too high, and the taxes im- 
posed iu : consequence of them .too 
onerous, but it is well that the protec- 
tion 
system 
should be gradually 


changed by those who have for years 
past supported it, and that it should 
not be suddenly destroyed by those 
who have always opposed it 
It was upon these grounds that the 


republican victory was won. Evidence 
can be obtained that quite a number 
of western republican 
congressmen 


went to attend the first session of the 
Fifty-first congress with the belief that 
•the tariff was to be revised by cuttiiig 
the duties down, and who found, to 
their surprise and disgust, after the 
session had opened, that the combina- 
tion of republican congressional lead- 
ers, under Messrs. Heed and McKinley, 
were determined that this course should 
should not be taken, and that, instead 
of lowering tha barrier of protection, 
the height of that barrier was to be 
increased. One of the leading western 
congressmen, a republican of national 
reputation, said in the summer of 1800: 
"Our party is betraying its trust, and, 
unlier the whip of party discipline, I 
shall be compelled to vote for a meas- 
ure which' is almost, a complete repudia- 
tion of the pledges I made to my con- 
stituents, and that my western associ- 
ates made their constituents at tha 
time they were elected. We supposed, 
and they supposed, that the tariff was 
to be revised downward, and not up- 
ward, but we have now discovered our 
mistake; our people are already in- 
censed, against us; and yet there is 
nothing to do but follow the bidding of 
those who are recognized as the party 
]eiders in and out of congress, and who 
have definitely committed themselves 
to this line of policy." 


This, we say, was a personal state- 


ment made by a man holding an excep- 
tional position, and one who paid the 
penalty that he knew awaited him by 
a defeat in the fall of 1890. There was, 
it is true, no financial panic to cotnpli 
cate the situation, but throughout the 
country there were protests raised 
against the enactment of the McKinley 
bill. The republicans in the west and 
northwest denounced the measure as a 
betrayal of trust, and it was predicted 
as inevitable that, the party that was 
responsible for this legislation would 
be overwhelmingly defeated in the No- 
vember election. The handwriting on 
tho wall Was not in mystical characters. 
On the contrary, it was easy of inter- 
pretation to anyone who was not blind- 
ed by interest or preconceived ideas. 


The leading protectionists, it is true, 


did not admit at the time Uie McKinley 
bill was under discussion, and at the 
time it was enacted, that the country 
was soon to repudiate them and their 
measure; but the fact was evident to 
everyone else. When they asserted 
that the election of 1S90. which re- 
sulted in such an overwhelming defeat 
for them, was due to a misunderstand- 
ing of the benefits of the protective 
tariff, it needed only the second defeat 
in 1S02, after two 3'ears of experience 
with McKinleyism, to make it evident 
that the judgment of these gentlemen 
as political prophets was not in the 
least to be depended upon; that they 
predicted what they desired to see 
brought about without the least regard 
to obvious facts. 
Now the proper 


course for the republican majority in 
congress in the spring and summer of 
1800, when it found that the sentiments 
of the people were averse to McKinlcv- 
ism, was either to have abandoned all 
effort to revise the tariff or to have 
taken up revision upon the principle of 
lowering duties 
But they did not do 


anything of this kind.—Boston Herald.

The Rhode Island election, in the 


liffhtof vhe official returns, is more a 
triumph of the gerrymander than a po- 
litical victory. What gave it the ap- 
pearance of an overwhelming demo- 
cratic defeat was the fact that there 
were i02 republicans elected to the leg- 
islature against cijrht democrats. There 
were just 54,000 votes cast—a little less 
than double the vote of Jackson county 
for president. Of these the republicans 
got 29,000 in round figures, about 2,000 
more than half. 
According to this the 


republicans get a member of the legis- 
lature for each 200 votes and the demo- 
crats one for each 2.S75 votes. Rhode 
Island has been a hide-bound republic- 
an state ever since the beginning of 
the war. On one or two occasions the 
majority has been less than this year, 
but very rarely. If it were not for the 
palpably unfair apportionment the vic- 
tory would have Veen a defeat—Kansas 
City Times.

urged by the grocers of Portsmouth to 
tax them for selling their products to 
our citizens. This would be a woeful 
mistake for a new council, and we do 
not think there is anything in it. 


Will council put a duty on the prod- 


ucts of the farm and garden in favor of 


and are paying their way. 


The banks, orobably, are not well 


supplied with funds of the depositors. 
The balances withdrawn last summer 
have not been returned, but the money 
has been doing duty "all same," in pur- 
chasing and paying bills. The common 
report in banking circles here, in that

from

banks during the panic and it still 
sweats in old stockings or jingles in the 
pockets of our people. Our bankers do 
not feel so jubilant over this state of 
things, and are not so ready to meet 
the demands of borrowers, as formerly, 
but the small merchants and manufac- 
turers do not suffer when the people 
have money in their purses. 


Might I suggest, Mr. Editor, without 


drawing the fire of some great banker, 
that this may be a good time for banks 
to do buoinessjlupon their own capital, 
rather than that of the depositors. 
Collaterals would be scanned' more 
sharply,in fringing of the laws of bauk- 
ing would not he so common, nor skip- 
ping to Canada so frequent, though 
dividends would not be so g^od. Every 
man his own banker would be going 
back to primitive days, but a UJOVB in 
this direction wonld be a good lesson to 
wreekless bankers, speculating on de- 
positors capital without their consent.

The. spaces which are thus 
left between the daises are to be filled 
in with unbleached linen thread with 
the spider stitch which will be famil- 
iar to anyone who has done lace work 
of any sort- If the stitch is worked 
from the under side or back of tlie dai- 
sies, a better opportunity for securing 
the thread will be given. First catch the
